.PRESIDENT TAFT VETOES BILL. 


Cocso River Oam Bill Passed by Both 


Houses of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C, Sept 2— 


l-'resident Taft's veto of the 
Coosa 


River Dam Bill, it Is 
believed will 


tiring about, to the satisfaction of all 
concerned, a settlement upon a fixed 
policy with respect to the utilization 
of water power upon streams under 
the control of the government. 


The Coosa River bill passed both 


houses of Congress, and 
President 


Taft disapproved it, saying that the 
construction of the 'dam by private 
parties brought the waterpuwer privi- 
lege within the regulative 
rights of 


the government with respect to navi- 
gation; that however much credit was 
due the originators of the enterprise .it 
was manifest that in 
the course of 


time tlie return to the InrcKtnru might 
far exceed a reasanable return to the 
Kuvernmenl for tho value of the privi- 
lege granted. The President plainly 
indicated n leaning to the. policy of 
making the granting of waterpower 
privileges upon navigable 
streams 


help to pay for navigation improve- 
ment. 


The advocates of tills and similar 


Wllfl for the utilization of waterpower 
have contended that the federal gov- 
ernment's rights extended no further 
than the preservation of navigation. 
the conservation— of 'the Integrity of 
the channel^,of navigable waters; and 
they have contended that the courts 
have KUKifiined them 
and 
will con- 


tinue tu .support them.' 


•Jel'ore the President left Washing- 


ton there was a conference between 
him and. the advocates of the Coosa 
Jiivi-r proposition at which un agree-
